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T’S supposed to be common knowledge 
throughout the Corps that when a man 
is assigned to recruiting duty he is in 
line for a soft job.

The quarters 
allowance of $67.50 doesn’t go far toward 
housing a family. However, if you're lucky 
enough to have a couple of kids, the allow- 
ance is upped to $85.00. But there’s a catch. 
Some landlords take a dim view of renting 
their premises to an itinerant family includ- 
ing two or more children. Nix, they say.

West Virginia Bonus 


A $90,000,000 program providing for 
bonus payments to West Virginia vet 
erans of World Wars I and II has been 
enacted by the 1951 legislature. Appli 
cations for the bonus are expected to be 
available about July 1 

World War II veterans must have had 
at least 90 days active duty between 
December 7, 1941, and September 2, 
1945. The veteran must also have been 
a resident of West Virginia at time of 
entering active duty and for six months 
immediately prior thereto—and must 
have been discharged other than dis 
honorably 

Bonus payments will be computed on 
the basis of $10 for each month of 
domestic duty and $15 a month for 
each month of foreign service, with a 
maximum of $300 payable to those who 
had both Stateside and overseas serv 
icé 

The deadline for filing is December

The mournful echo of taps faded 
softly as Henry Weber, late Second 
Leader of the United States Marine 
Band, was interred with full military 
honors at Arlington National Cemetery 
on March 6 

Weber would have been the first 
Second Leader to have an explicit uni- 
form. He served as Second Leader for 
11 years, and always participated at 
band functions in a standard dress blue 
uniform. The band wore scarlet jackets 
while the leader was attired in a blue 
coat embellished with gold braid. Weber 
often commented that he didn’t have a 
costume comparable to his post 

A distinctive uniform was finally au 
thorized for the Second Leader: a 
brilliant scarlet coat with intricate gilt 
lace trim. Ironically, Weber never had 
an opportunity to wear it. The uniform 
was not completed until shortly before 
his death 

Quiet, soft-spoken Henry Weber died 
of a cerebral hemorrhage on February 
24 while vacationing with his wife and 
son in Mexico City. He was the oldest 
member of the band in time of service 
having spent nearly 36 years with the 
famed Marine organization

Since the high explosives were called “red label,” pilots 
began calling the line the “Red Label Air Express.” 

Last Fall, when the First Marine Aircraft Wing landed 
at Wonsan, North Korea, a full two weeks ahead of the 
invasion fleet, the transport pilots flew food, supplies and 


ammunition into the isolated base for the entire period

Food, arms, men, aviation parts, gasoline and ammunition 
n the form of bombs, bullets and rockets were transported 
to the Wing as they launched aerial assaults upon the Reds 

When the tide of battle turned, Marine transports were 
pressed into service to evacuate wounded of all United 


Nations forces, others were used in parachuting supplies 
such as food, cold weather clothing and badly needed 
ammunition to units of the First Marine Division when 
they were trapped in the vicinity of the Chosin reservoir 


The transport aircraft were so successful in these spots 
that Major General Field Harris, commanding general of 
the First Marine Aircraft Wing, recommended that hence 
forth all Marine equipment be designed and lightened with 
a view to possible air transportation 

One of the finest tributes was paid to the transport air 
men by a First Division Marine who had been air-evacu 
ated to a rear area hospital and was about to be flown back 
to the States for leave 

“Man,” he told the crew chief, as he boarded the plane 
in Tokyo, “you're just about the prettiest thing I've seen 
in the Orient Just 50 more hours, and you'll have me
